Also Taize prayer will still be held on the first Sunday of 
every month but will begin at 7:30 pm instead of 7:00 pm.

A Message from Bishop Cupich 

“First, while we seldom reflect on it, we commonly accept 
the principle that the state has a responsibility to use its 
power to protect the rights of each citizen, particularly the 
most vulnerable. Otherwise, the very foundations of a 
government based on law are undermined. Laws are in 
place requiring the government to speak on behalf of, and 
for the protection of, certain groups of people who are 
voiceless and vulnerable, such as orphans, the mentally 
challenged, or those who are unable to mount a legal 
defense on their own behalf. However, when it comes to 
protecting the unborn, the most vulnerable and the 
voiceless, there is a gap in this system of protection which 
needs attention. As a former President of the U.S. 
Conference of Catholic Bishops (USCCB) succinctly put it, 
“All we are saying is: Don’t forget about the baby.”
